2. The Galleries has exercised reasonable care to catalogue and describe correctly the 
property to be sold, but it does not warrant the correctness of description, genuineness, 
authenticity or condition of said property. 


3. Unless otherwise announced by the auctioneer at the time of sale, all bids are to be 
for a single article even though more than one article is included under a numbered item 
in the catalogue. If, however, the articles under any one numbered item are designated 
as a “Lot” then bids are to be for the lot irrespective of the number of articles described 
in such item. 


4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of any 
dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is the suc- 
cessful bidder, and his decision shall be final ; or the auctioneer may reoffer and resell the 
article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which is 
merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by the 


auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale 
injuriously. 


6. The name and address of the buyer of each article, or lot, shall be given to the Galleries 
immediately following the sale thereof, and payment of the whole purchase price, or such 
part thereof as the Galleries may require, shall be immediately made by the purchaser 
thereof. If the foregoing condition, or any other applicable condition herein, is not com- 


plied with, the sale may, at the option of the Galleries, be canceled, and the article, or lot, 
reoffered for sale. 


7. Unless the sale is advertised and announced as an unrestricted sale, or a sale without 
reserve, consignors reserve the right to bid. 


8. Except as herein otherwise provided, title will pass to the highest bidder upon the fall 
of the auctioneer’s hammer, and thereafter the property is at the purchaser’s sole risk and 
responsibility. 


9. Articles sold and not paid for in full and not taken by noon of the day following the 
sale may be turned over by the Galleries to a carrier to be delivered to a storehouse for the 
account and risk of the purchaser, and at his cost. If the purchase price has not been so 
paid in full, the Galleries may either cancel the sale, and any partial payment already 
made shall thereupon be forfeited as liquidated damages, or it may resell the same, without 
notice to the buyer and for his account and risk, and hold him responsible for any deficiency.

10. If for any cause whatsoever any article sold cannot be delivered, or cannot be delivered 
in as good condition as the same may have been at the time of sale, the sale will be cancelled, 
and any amount that may have been paid on account of the sale will be returned to the 
purchaser.

Patience Lovell was born in Bordentown, N. J., in 1725, and married in 1748 
Joseph Wright, by whom she had three children, whom she supported by making wax- 
work figures. At the time of the Revolution, she left America for London, and through 
her friendship with Benjamin Franklin, obtained commissions for her work from English 
society. Her pretty daughter, Phoebe, became the favorite model, and subsequently in 
1781, the wife of John Hoppner, the three setting up house together in Cockspur Street. 

Patience Wright’s interest for Americans lies in the fact that she acted during the 
Revolution as a spy for the patriot forces, using information she acquired in aristocratic 
London circles to warn the patriots, especially through her correspondence with Benja- 
min Franklin, who was then residing in France. Downman’s sketch of her, it is said 
bears the title, “Famous Wax-Woman and Republican from America.” 

The attribution to Hoppner, while traditional, and supported by the relationship be- 
tween painter and sitter, must be regarded as tentative. The painting was, however, in the 
collection of John Brown (w. infra), nearly a century ago, and has remained a possession 
of his descendants until recently.

the seat frames were decayed and ‘powder-posted’. Replaced by new ones.) Repairs by 
Isaac P. Valentine, Camb.”

BLock-FRONT WRITING Desk Connecticut or Rhode Island, XVIII Century 


Oblong top, slant front divided into three panels, the centre one recessed 
and carved with a large fan or shell motive, the two side panels raised; the 
interior elaborately fitted with pigeonholes and straight- and block-fronted 
drawers and secret drawers, some carved with recessed shell] motives, the 
central group of drawers flanked by secret pilaster drawers; four long gradu- 
ated block-fronted drawers below, within cockbeaded frames and furnished 
with very handsome butterfly brasses of great size, with bail handles; con- 
forming molded base centred with a small scallop shell pendant; cusped and 
scrolled brackets and claw-and-ball feet. The sides have large buttertly 
brasses and bail carrying handles. Fleight 46% inches; width 41 inches 
Note: The first shell-carved block-front desk to appear at these Galleries in some 


years, and distinguished by the claw-and-ball feet, which are not usually associated with 
Goddard and his school.

Rectangular upper section with two vertical tambours sliding to disclose in- 
terior fitted with two banks of small drawers over a series of elegant pigeon- 
holes; half-hinged writing tablet over two drawers paneled with double string- 
ing and fitted with circular brasses, the paneled stiles also enclosing a pair of 
recessed vertical tambours below; the shaped lower edge finished with 

herringbone inlay; on square tapering legs inlaid with bellflower pendants.

Note: The rarest type of these desks, with a double set of tambour doors; the piece 

perhaps at one time included a detachable bookcase above. Note the unusual recessed 


curve of the lower tambours; a secretary with this feature was formerly in the possession 
of Messrs. Flayderman & Kaufman of Boston.
